National Committeeman Mack Says 
Nothing Can Prevent Parker’s 
Nomination at St. Louis. 
Sheehan Says Parker Will 
Defeat Roosevelt in 
New York.

EW YORK, April 14.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—-There is absolutely no 
difference of opinion in respon- 
sible political circles concerning the 
outcome of the New York democratic 
state convention which meets at Al- 
bany next Monday. That body will in- 
struct the delegation to St. Louis to 
present Judge Alton B. Parker as the 
choice of New York state. 
More than this, it is certain that 
the convention will be notable both 


for harmony and enthusiasm. It is 


true that among the ardent supporters 
of Judge Parker’ there are a good 
many who, for reasons local to New 
York, doubt the wisdom of adopting 


resolutions of instructions, but the 


leaders of the Parker 
ex-Senator Hill, ex-Senator Ed Mur- 
phy, National Committeeman Norman 
Mack, Senator McCarren, August Bel- 
mont, W. F. Sheehan, and the lesser 
lights among the practical politicians 
—fully realize the necessity of instruc- 
tions in order to crystalize the Parker 
sentiment outside of New York, and 
as they are honestly and earnestly for 
Parker, they have determined upon in- 


structions. 


NECESSITY FOR UNITY 
SHOWN BY CONSTITUTION 


The necessity for this action has 
been brought home to these gentle- 
men by The Constitution and some 
other leading democratic newspapers 
of the south and west, and following 
this suggestion the programme of the 
Parker leaders has been prepared. 
The possibility that they might not 
be able to carry through this pro- 
gramme was absolutely removed by 
the action of the caucus of Brooklyn 
delegates to the state convention in 
adopting the unit rule and resolving to 
vote for instructions. Now the way is 
clear and Parker ig to be formally 
put into the contest as New York’s 
candidate. As this will give him just 
the standing that his friends through- 
out the country have desired, it is 
an entirely safe prediction that he 
will be the party’s nominee against 
Roosevelt. 

With regard to the Albany conven- 
tion, about the only uncertainty now 
remaining is whether the New York 
city delegates, under Charles F, Mur- 
phy’s leadership, will vote for the in- 
struction resolution. A good many 
people seem to believe that Mr. Mur- 
phy will, when the test comes,‘ sup- 
port the resolutions. Others, howev- 
er, believe it would he the better pol- 
icy on his part to stick to his opposi- 
tion to instructions, inasmuch as he 
has taken that position. Mr. Murphy 
himself is silent on the subject. 
MURPHY IS BACKING 

LAMONT FOR GOVERNOR 

From Albany this afternoon comes a 
story to the effect that Murphy has 
taken this stand in order to cover a

Dan Lamont for governor, and that 
there will be a general getting togeth- 
er which will find the city delegates 
voting with the rest of the state in fa- 
vor of instructions.

Withdrawal Followed Action of 
Credential Committee, 


Trenton, N. J., April 14.—A practicali> 
harmonious state convention of more 
than 1!.200 delegates to elect delegates 
to the national convention at St. Louis, 
which today selected an unistructed 
delegation, was followed by a bolting 
convention of the supports of William 
Randolph Hearst for president.

The bolt convention nominated dele- 
gates at large and delegates from five 
congresfional districts. The fourteen 
men named by the bolting convention 
will go to St. Louis and contest the seats 
of the men selected at the regular coOn- 
vention. 

The preliminary session of the regular 
convention was a very quiet one. All 
those not delegates had been excluded 
from the hall on the plea that there was 
only .room for the delegates and the 
#mall minority of Hearst delegates claim- 
ed they had been denied their rights in 
the matter of tickets. 

Anti-Hearst Delegates Seated. 

At the noon recess the committee on 
credentials heard the contesting delega- 
tlons from Camden, Atlantic, Essex and 
Passaic counties, and in all instances 
decided in favor of seating the = anti- 
Hearst delegates. When the committee 
report was adapted by the convention 
about fifty delegates left the hall cheer- 
ing for Hearst. 

The regular convention proceeded with 
its work and without any contest elected 
the state delegation, including the follow- 
ing delegates at large. James Smith, 
Jr.. of Essex; Robert Davis, of Hudson; 
Johnston Cornish, of Warren, and How- 
ard Carrow, of Camden, 

Abstract of Platform 

The platform réported by the committee 
on resolutiéns was then adopted. It 
favors the “‘abolition or reduction of all 
duties which give unfair advantages to 
trusts;’’ charges the republican party 
with fostering gigantic combinations of 
capital and with wasteful and corrupt 
conduct of the government. 

“We believe that it should he made a 
crimjnal offense,’ the platform says, “‘to 
attempt to create a monopoly in the 
necessaries of life, the government should 
not permit the law to remain uninforead 
in order to get campaign contributions 
from the trurts.”’ 

The platform favors the construction of 
an jinteroceanic canal, but charges that 
the president of the United States in his 
conduct relating to the Panama canal 
was unmindful of his duties, and adds 
that the treaty with Colombia was never 
intended to be construed as justifving 
active interference of the United States 
against that republic. 

The election of United States senators 
directly by the people is advocated. 

The platform ‘‘deplores the extrava- 


/gance of the present republican adminis- 


tration of the state’ and also arraigns 
the state administration “‘for its subser- 
vience to railroads and other corporated 
influences.”” Railroad corporations, it is 
declared, Should p&ay taxes at the same 
rate as individuals. 

Parker Resolution Defeated. 


A resolution binding the delegation to 
vote as a unit at St. Louis was adopted 
witnout opposition. 

A resolution was Offered commending 
Judge Parker to the delegates Intended 
as an indirect instruction, was not adopt- 
ed, a yote on it being shut off by ad- 
journment.

The bolting convention was presided 
over by Joseph R. Buchanan. A reso- 
lution which claimed that the regular 
convention had been controlled by the 
Interests of corporations and agents of 
the republican party and that the Hearst 
delegates had been  denvrived of their 
rights was opposed as too radical. The 
resolution was referred to a committee 
of ten, which to be appointed by Chair- 
man Buchanan to prepare a manifesto to 
the democracy of New Jersey.

Great Damage to Ships. 

The damage to the battle ship is much 
greater than was at first stated. In addi- 
tion to the large amount of ammunition 
ruined by the magazine being flooded, 
which will amount to thousands of dol- 
lars, the after turret.is also badlv in- 
jured, the top being burned away, and all 
brass work melted inside. The holst is 
a charred mass, and the mechanics of the 
guns completely ruined. The damage 
tealized from the explosion wil] reach 
$50,000. This is the estimate placed upon 
it by some naval officers, 

The total list of dead now numbers 
thirty-two, ‘one man having expired last 
night and two men today. 

It is hardly probable that other deaths 
will occur. O. B. Moe, apprentice, sec- 
ond class: J. F. Knight, seamon, and J. 
T. Donnelly, ordinary seaman, were add- 
#1 to the death list. 

Bluejackets’ Funeral. 

The funeral of seventeen of the seamen 
occurred this afternoon and each ship of 
the fleet was represented. Fully five 
thousand men were present, while thou- 
sands from the city were in attendance, 
every place of business being closed for 
the afternoon and flags Over al! buildings 
Placed at half-mast. 

The bodies of the officers and eight of 
the seamen were shfpped to their former 
homes tonight, and the others are being 
held to await advices from’ relatives.

STEAM ROASTED

Russian Official Version of 
Loss of Qattle Ship 


Alleged That Men and Officers Were 
Eating When the Vessel -Was 
Struck — Miraculous Es- 
cape of the Grand 
Duke Cyril. 


Petersburg, April !4.—The Asso- 
ciated Press obtained tonight what is 
practically the official version of the 
sinking of the battle ship Petropavlovsk 
at Port Arthur and it clears up to a 
great extent the mysterious features of 
that vessel's destruction. This version 
is as follows: 

Retiring’ before the 
perior Japanese fleet which was not fight- 
ing its progress the Russian squadron 
approached the entragce to the harbor. 
It was shortly after 8 o’clock in the 
morning and most of the officers and 
members of the crew were at breakfast 
on the flagship. Vice Admiral Makaroff 
was eating breakfast in his cabin ani 
the ward room was crowded with officers 
surrounding the tables. On the bridge 
Grand Duke Cyril, his friend, Lieutenant 
Von Kobe, Captain Jakovleff. command- 
ing the and two. other officers 
wtre on watch éGxamining the narrow 
entrance preparatory to entering it. 

At about 8:30 o'clock there was a ter- 
rific explosion of the boilers, followed 
a few seconds later by a detonation from 
the well stored magazines. 

Huge gaps were torn in the null of the 
@ship and the water rushed in. The cen- 
ter of gravity having gone, ship 
rolled on her side and sank.

Lieutenant Von Kobe 
was also found swimming and was pick- 
ed up. Captain Kakoeleff was thrown 
against a stanchion with such force that 
he was killed.

Besides receiving a blow on the 
neck, his legs were burned, and he sut- 
afraid that Miss Parrish thought Mr.

Norman E. Mack, of Buffalo, dem- 
ocratic national committeeman from 
New York, is in as close touch with 
political conditions in this \state as 
any other democrat.

“There will be nothing like a split 


in the convention. Charles F. Murphy

Great Scandals Predicted by Wil-

‘ Washington, April 14.—The house of 
representatives today passed the Phil- 
ippine dill, 139 to 123, following wich 
there was an extended debate over 4 
resolution to permit Colonel Thomas W. 
Symons, of the engineer corps of the 
army, to serve on the advisory board 
of consulting engineers in ¢eonnection 
with the internal improvements in the 


state of New York. 

After several fiery speeches had beer 
made in opposition to the resogition it 
Was adopted by an overwhelming vote.

bil; was begun, although no one address- 
ed himself to the measure. Mr. Ham- 
iltcn, of Michigan, discussed the ques- 
ticn of capital and labor, while Mr. Coch- 
ran, of Missouri, criticised the ‘‘"usur- 
pation of the legislative power by the 
executive.’’ 

He took issue with Bourke Cockran, re- 
garding the disposition of the speaker to 
reasrert the dignity of the house, and 
inquired; 

“What evidence have we of that?’’ 


Attack on Clevelend. 

Mr. Cochran attacked  ex-President 
Cleveland for forcing his financia! poll- 
cies on the country, which, he said, were 
at variance with those of the majority 
cf voters, and said that Mr. Cleveland's 
arbitrary ®ay of doing so was a menace 
to 5 dl government. Mr. Cleve- 
iand was a man ‘whose friendship 
tueans destruction, whose touch means 
paralysis and whose support means dis- 
Nonor.’’ The ex-president had been ex- 
iled “never again to reinstate himeelf in 
the confidence of his countrymen.”’ 

He said that now that the country was 
returning to patriotism and sanity, he 
would commend to those in charge of the 
becms of certain men seeking the dem- 
ocratic nomination to bear in mind that 
one of the most circuitous routes possible 
or imaginable was a certificate of good 
character from Mr. Cleveland, “‘lafe re- 
publican president of the United States.” 

Mr. Williams, of Illinois, criticised the 
Philippine bill, which he said Was op- 
posed by many republican members as 
‘outrageous legislation aBainst the Fil- 
ipinos,"’ by guaranteeing to the railroad 
companies 5 per cent of the capital in- 
vested in construction, he declared the 
people of the Philippines would be forced 
to pay a subsidy for every railroad built 
ju those islands. The Philippines com- 
inission, he vehemently asserted, was 
the American agent of the archipelago. 
“Tf this law goes into effect,’’ he said, 
amid democratic applause, “who knows 
®ut that some Machen, some Beavers, 
or a Perry Heath will not turn up as 
superintendent of railroad construction 
in the Philippine islands?’’ He pre- 
dicted “some of the greatest scandals 
that ever have occurred in a civilized 
government.”’

Negroes Shall Never Retyrn 
to High School Say 
Pupils, 


Kansas City, April 14.—Tihe race feel- 
ing in Kansas City, Kans., aroused by the 
killing of Roy Martin, a white high school 
freshman, by a negro named Gregory, is 
growing intense. 

Todey six negroes who accompanied 
Gregory to the jail on the night of the 
murder, armed with rifles, were arrested 
on a change of Inciting a riot, which in 
Kansas is a felony, and they are being 
held. 

Following the closing of the high school 
until Monday next in an effort to quiet 
the excitement that !t was expected might 
follow Martin’s funeral, the white pupils 
today assert that the negroes will never 
again be permitted to enter the high 


school. 

Martin's friends will, it is said. make a 
demand Monday to keep all negroes from 
entering the bullding and it is feared a 
clash may result. 

Gregory was arraigned today and held 
without bail for trial at a date to be set 
later.

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canal zone and Mr. Morgan again oc- 
cupied the floor the greater part of the 
day. The discussion related principally to 
the details of governing the canal, but 
some consideration also was given to Mr. 
Hale’s amendment requiring the use of 
American bottoms in the shipment of 
canal supplies to the zone. The considera- 
tion of the bill was not completed. 

Mr. Morgan’s resOlution calling on the 
attorney general for information con- 
cerning the contract for the purchase of 
the Panama canal was referred to the 
committee on interoceanic canals over the 
protest of its author. The canal’ bill was 
taken up and Mr. Morgan moved to strike 
out section 4, containing the bill of rights 
of the constitution. His motion was voted 
down. 

Mr. Bacon took exception to the provis- 
ion in gection 13 of the bill giving the 
commission authority to grant pardons 
for offenses in the canal zone, saying that 
power could not be constItutionally taken 
from the president. 

Mr. Kittredge said that ‘‘the power of 
the president to pardon offenses commit- 
ted in this zone does not exist.’’ 

Mr. Bacon expressed surprise at this 
statement, saying that if carried into ef- 
fect it would have the effect of limiting 
a broad grant by the constitution to the 
president and that the power was one 
that could not be delegated. 

“It is,’ he said, ‘‘a very radical propo- 
sition. I have always thought that the 
powrr of the president was unlimited, but 
exclusive and that it extended to any of- 
fense within the federal jurisdiction.’’ He 
added that the powers of the commission 
should be HUmited to reprieves. 

Mr. Hoar contended that the power to 
pardon was not exclusively vested in the 
president. A general debate ensued and 
was participated in by Messrs. Platt, of 
Connecticut; Spooner, Hoar, Bailey, Hop- 
kins, Mitchell and Nelson. 

The section was agreed to as it stood 
and the reading of the bill proceeded. 

The senate adjourned until tomorrow.

DAYS OF SIMPLICITY GONE. 


So Declares President Roosevelt’s 
Democratic Uncle. 

New York, April i4.—‘‘Days of Jeffer- 
sounian simplicity’ are gone forever, ac- 
cording to Robert B. Roosevelt, uncle of 
the president. Mr. Roosevelt, who is an 
active democrat, expressed this belief in 
a speech at the Thirteen Club at a cele- 
bration of Thomas Jefferson's birthday. 
In the course of his speech Mr. Roosevelt 


said: 

‘The days of Jeffersonian simplicity are 
over. I sympathize with them, but [| am 
far from quarreling with the men who 
think and feel otherwise and sometimes 
I] have had doubts about the sincerity 
of the simplicity of which we have heard 
so much. Was there not a little too much 
in riding up to the eapitol. hitching the 
horse to a post and stepping into the 
court room to take the oath of Office. 
Would our citizens approve if the chiaf 
magistrate of this government and power- 
ful nation were today to so disregard the 
ordinary proprieties and amenities as to 
follow these examples? 

“The simplicity of the davs when a few 
had a dollar and no one cared whether 
he had or not have passed on. Can any- 
body say this is altogether bad? Can we 
have any beciter test than the power to 
accumulate and better government than 
the wise self-interest of wealth? | am not 
child-like enough to suppose that the 
world is going to pause on account of my 
prejudices or going to stop getting rich 
Decause we don't know how.”’

LOCAL OFFICERS 


What Detective Callahan 
May Do Because of His 
Arrest, 


If a story in The Cincinnati Commercia!- 
Tribune is true, there may yet be an- 
other end to the arrest of Detective Ca}- 
lahan in Atlanta when that officer reach- 
ed here with Leroy Harding alias Charles 
Blazer. That story speaks of Detective 
Callahan's intention to sue Justice Or- 
mand, Deputy Sheriff Jones and Lawyer 
Withers: for damages, if the charges 
against them hold good. 

The Cincinnati story first states that 
District Attorney Camp had written to 
Chief of Police Millikin, of Cincinnati, 
that he intended to proceed against 
Justice Ormond, Deputy Sheriff Jones 
and Lawyer Withers on the charge of 
conspiracy, because’ the lawyer had 
sworn out a warrant, the justice had 
igsued it and the deputy sheriff had 
served it, all for the purpose of detain- 
ing the detective’s prisoner. 

Chief Millikin, the story states. said he 
would make every effort in his power to 
aid the United States legal representa- 
tive, and that he would gladly send De- 
tective Callahan to Atlanta to testify 
against them in the case: 

The story then states: 

“When Chief of Detectives Crawford 
heard of the intention of the United 
States legal representative in Atlanta 
taking steps in the case to show the 
causes that were so powerful in. behalf 
of Harding, he expressed himself as be- 
lieving the investigation would cause a 
sensation of larger proportions than that 
attending the arrest and requisition of 
Harding.”’ 

The conclusion is in 
words: 

“It has been pointed out that if a case 
of conspiracy is made out agalnkt the 
Atlanta lawyer, justice and deputy 
sheriff to deprive Callahan of bis prisoner, 
the charge of false imprisonment by 
Callahan against the same officer wil! 
stand. Chief Millikin thinks a sult of 
that kind will be instituted by Detective 
Callahan.” 

Detective Callahan seems to have got 
things slightly mixed, for it was not the 
warrant sworn out by Attorney Withers 
that caused his imprisonment. It was 
on the warrant sworn out by Blazer when 
Attorney Harvey Pill was his legal ad- 
viser that Callahan was held at police 
barracks on the charge of kidnaping. 

There were so many ends to the Blazer 
story that the detective may be ex- 
cusable for getting slightly muddled,

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The Eternal Cotton Crux. 

Much interest has been awakened 
throughout the south over The Consti- 
}tution’s discussion of the 12,000,000 
bales’ proposition. The two negative 
rejoinders of Professor Ulrich B. Phil- 
lips, a Georgian, now of the University 
of Wisconsin, have been read with gen- 
eral interest. 

Mr. Hugh T. Inman, the well known 
Atlantan, whose long business inter- 
ests in cotton make his views in the 
premises of more than ordinary value, 
has been an interested reader of Pro- 
fessor Phillips’ excellent articles, so 
much so that he has addressed the 
following letter to that gentleman, fur- 
nishing a copy to The Constitution: 

Professor Ulrich B. Phillips, University 
of Wisconsin, Madison, Wis.—Dear Sir: 
I have read with much interest your re- 
cent communications in The Constiution. 

{[t is only now and then that Texas, 
and the country west of the Mississippi 
river, make a full crop. When they do 
80 the price is depressed, from this 
cause, whether the Atlantic has a full 
crop or not. 

If Texas has a full crop we get a small 
price, whether we have a large crop or 
a small crop. If Texas makes a short 
crop, we get full price for large crop or 
small crop. Hence, I hold that the Geor- 
gia farmer ought to plant a full acre- 
age and take the chances, especially as 
the weevil promises bad for the Texas 
crop of 1904. It is true that with per- 
fect conditions this year the south will 
make much cotton. Twelve millions will 
be an inside estimate, but if only .12,- 
000,000 bales are produced, the price will 
rule well up to 10 or 12 cents. With a 
10,000,000-bale crop this year of 1904, 
cotton is likely to sell at 20 cents next 
year, and its culture all over the world 
will be stimulated. There are now 17,- 
000,000 bales produced and the United 
States produceg only 10,000,000, so that 
you will see that other countries can 
produce some cotton. 

I would be pleased to have your views 
on the ideas I advance. Very truly yours,

The ideas thus tersely expressed by 
Mr. Inman are borne out by the facts 
of the situation, and there is every 
reason to regard them as sound. In 
effect, he advises the farmers in the 
cotton belt outside of the weevil infect- 
ed district to plant to the limit of their 
capacity to “tend” and harvest their 
crop, with the expectation that Texas, 
because of her affliction, will not be 
able longer to bear the market by be- 
ing such a dominant factor in produc- 
tion. As the weevil has already reach- 
ed Red river, the northern boundary of 
Texas, and as we notice the Texas 
press is doing its utmost to discourage 
a large cotton acreage in the state on 
account of the insect pest, there would 
seem to be ground for the belief that 
the Lone Star State has been 4limi- 
nated, so far as a redundant cotton 
crop at that end of the belt is con- 
cerned. 

If this be true, it will be hard indeed 
for cotton growers this side of the Mis- 
sissippi to overplant. It might be pos- 
sible, with the “perfect conditions” Mr. 
Inman speaks of, to bring the total 
production of this season up to the 12,- 
000,000-bale dead line, but when do we 
have ideal cotton growing conditions? 
The Texas situation would seem to ef- 
fectually do away with the bugaboo of 
overproduction, for, the perfection of 
the growing season aside, it is impos- 
sible for the cotton farmers east of 
}the Mississippi to hire help enough to 
grow an excessive crop. The labor 
market was never so demoralized and 
inadequate to rural needs as today, and 
it is constantly getting worse. The 
farmer who has the land is powerless 
to grow the cotton. . 

The Constitution believes that a rep- 
etition of the short crop of last season 
would militate against future southern 
prosperity, and that a 10,000.000-bale 
crop would be little short of disastrous. 
A few seasons of under-production will 
eventually see the foreign cotton fields 
of the world producing one-half of the 
world’s cotton. 

The south can retain its cotton su- 
premacy by following our simple ad- 
vice to “live at home,” plant only a 
cotton acreage that can be cleanly 
worked and cleanly harvested, and 
leave the rest to nature and the laws 
of supply and demand. This done, 
the consumptive demand of the man- 
ufacturing world will be approximated. 
and when the we approximate that de- 
mand, the ideal market condition for 
the southern cotton grower is firmly 
established. ° 

Mr, Inman’s letter wil! inject fresh 
interest into the discussion. 

The Constitution wants all the light 
possible on the great subject, for it 
is the golden hinge of southern pros- 
perity. The questions vaised by our 
correspondents invite discussion, and 
in discusison there is stimulation of 
thought. The southern farmer cannot 
study the cotton question too closely, 
/ nor is it possible for the south to over- 
rate its importance. 
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Class Legislation. 

The New. York Tribune takes se 
riously to heart the fact that some of 
the most prominent southern senators 
are opposed to Senator Hoar’s bill to 
protect the president of the United 
States and certain other high officials, 
and the esteemed editor seizes what 
he supposes to be a good opportunity 
to read these gentlemen a lecture on 
certain conditions, social and other- 
wise, that the organs of northern pub- 
lic opinion would be glad to convince 
their readers exist only in this geo- 
graphical and political latitude. 

The Constitution has paid little at- 
tention to the movement represented 
by Mr. Hoar’s bill, but the objection to 
the scheme which it is intended to 
carry out lies right on the surface. In 
the nature of things, such a measure 
as Mr. Hoar proposes would have the 
effect of setting apart the president 
and other high officials in a class by 
themselves in opposition to the whole 
theory and practice of the republic.

In this country all men are sup- 
posed to be equal before the law, and 
it has’ been our boast heretofore that 
; the Declaration of Independence sets 
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for us the limits and bounds of ‘politi- 


cal doctrineg that apply to individuals. | 


We have gone along very comfortably 
under the thedry that no consideration 
of money or power can make one in- 
dividual more important than another 
before the law. We have understood, 
and we have given the world to under- 
stand, that the humblest citizen of the 
land has just as many rights as a 
man, as the highest official, but Mr. 
Hoar, if we understand the purport 
of his bill, would set apart the presi- 
dent and other officials in a clasg by 
themselves as having rights of protec- 
tion superior to those of the rest of 
the citizens of the country. 

This, if we are to judge the future 
by the past, would be the first long 
step toward establishing distinctions 
that are repugnant to our whole the- 
ory, form and practice of government. 
Once insert this wedge, and what 
would be the end of the movement? 
There are men in various parts of the 
republic today, whose personal safety 
is considered to be of the greatest im- 
portance to what Wall street calls “the 
business interests” of the country. By 
means of special opportunities in spec- 
ulation or in the various forms of deals 
that have become popular as the means 
of realizing large profits and commis- 
sions, there are many men who have 
become the owners of millions and 
the controllers of ag many more. There 
are also men who have been able to 
build up immense monopolies in spite 
of public opinion, and in the face of 
all the laws that the igenuity of leg- 
islators has been able to devise. 

We shall next hear,’ should Mr. 
Hoar’s special legislation find a place 
on the statute book, that the lives of 
those who have been able to ac- 
cumulate millions, and who con- 
trol other people’s ‘millions, are 
more precious to _ the_ republic 
than the lives of the common 
people, and that they should be hedged 
about with some form of federal pro- 
tection that will recognize their im- 
portance to the public at large and to 
the “business interests” of Wall street. 

In spite of the shock that The Trib- 
une has received, we are glad to know 
that southern democrats have been 
wise and thoughtful enough to go slow 
on this obnoxious form of class legisla- 
tion.

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The Isle of Pines. 

A test case growing out of a cus- 
toms decision is to be made in the 
courts of this country to establish the 
ownership of the Isle of Pines. More 
than ordinary interest should attach 
to such a case. There are decided 
differences of opinion whether this 
little island belongs to the United 
States or to Cuba, and it will be well 
to have the dispute settled at this 
time. 

The Isle of Pines is not a very im- 
portant piece of world territory, but 
some people are very much interest- 
ec in the problem of which flag shall 
fly over it. It belonged to Spain and 
under Spanish domination was ad- 
ministered from Havana, because of 
its proximity to Cuba. But that it is 
separate territory was recognized by 
the commissioners who negotiated 
the peace treaty at Paris, for that pro- 
vided that the question of the dispo- 
sition of the island should be left for 
the United States and Cuba to de- 
termine later. 

During the period of American mili- 
tary occupation of Cuba a_ goodly 
number of Americans, attracted by 
the salubrious climate of the little is- 
land and the possibilities of its devel- 
opment, determined to acquire inter- 
ests in the Isle of Pines and to settle 
there. They took the precaution of 
first communicating with the militar 
authorities in Cuba, andsthrough them 
with the war department at Washing- 
ton, for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether the island was to be Cuban 
or American. On being assured that 
it would remain an American island, 
they made their investments there. 

Some time ago there was nego- 
tiated, under the present administra- 
tion, a treaty with Cuba by the terms 
of which Cuba’s possession of the 
island was recognized. Naturally this 
aroused opposition and protest on the 
part of the American residents, rep- 
resenting approximately nine-tenths 
of the property interest in the Isle of 
Pines, who very much prefer to be 
under the American flag. 

A good deal of sympathy with this 
sentiment has ben manifested 
throughout thig country. If the island 
belongs to Cuba, we, of course, do not 
want it; but if she has no good title 
to, or just claim upon, it, the wishes 
of the American residents there should 
be respected. In any event, the ques- 
tion should be settled now rather than 
left open to become cause of possible 
misunderstandings in the future. For 
this reason the prospect of a decision 


by the supreme court will be welcome.

The executive committee of the South- 
ern Educational Association, which held 
its last meeting in Atlanta last December, 
has practically decided that the next reg- 
ular convention wil] take place at Jack- 
sonville, Filia. 

This decision has been reached after 
careful consideration by ‘the executive 
committee. The contest for the meeting 
wag between Birmingham and Jackson- 
ville, and the attitude of the Jacksonville 
citizens, shown by their anxiety to se- 
cure the meeting and the promises they 
made, won them the prize. 

Both cities extended invitations to the 
convention when it met in Atlanta.

COLLEGE TAXES 


Strong Article on Subject

“Should Georgia Continue to Tax Col- 
lege Endowments” is the title of a 
Strong article that appears in this 
number of The Bulletin from the pen 
of Professor Edgar H. Johnson, who is 
at the head of the department of his- 
tory and political economy here. A list 
of nearly thirty states is given, each of 
which is shown to be more liberal than 
Georgia in its treatment of college prop- 
erty. The‘tname of every other of the 
original thirteen states appears in this 
list. From 1850 to 1877, however, Geor- 
gia was among those states most jiberal 
in the treatment of college endowments, 
but the constitution adopted in the lat- 
ter year, and which is still in operation, 
allowed only the exemption from taxa- 
tion the college buildings, apparatus and 
library. An act for such an amend- 
ment to the constitution as wouid allow 
greater authority to the legislature in 
making laws on the subject has already 
passed the senate without a dissenting 
vote, and it now lies with a committee 
of the lower house. 

The exemption o*. college endowments 
is asked for on the grovad of the pub- 
lie work in which the ihCome from en- 
dowments is spent. Professor Johnson 
shows that no college can be supported 
by tuition fees alone. Every real col- 
lege must have its income supplemented 
by gYrants from the state’s treasury or 
by income from endowments. He also 
shows wherein the state is as much ben- 
efitted in having one of her young men 
educated in a non-state college as in 
one supported and controlled by the 
state. 

About 5,000 copies of The Bulletin has 
been received and will be immediately 
sent out to all parts of Georgia, Ala- 
bama and Florida, the territory from 
Which Emory draws the greatest num- 
ber of her students.

| President Francis, of the Exposition 


Company, Could Have Replied 
Wednesday, but Thursday 
Has Passed Without 
a Reply. 


—_-— 


President David R. Francis, of the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition Company, 


' has not yet replied to the last letter of 


Mayor Howell. The belief that negotia- 
tions between this city and the exposition 
cOmpany are at an end and that there 
will be no Atlanta building at the work's 
fair is growing. 

The last letter of Mayor Howell to 
President Francis was written last Sat- 
urday morning and should have been in 
his mail last Monday morning. A re- 
ply was expected WedneSday, but none 
came. Yesterday also passed without 
the delivery of a message from the ex- 
position company. This, it is believed, 
indicates that a favorable reply will not 
be received if one comes at all during 
the next week or two. 

As has been Stated, Atiafita officials 
declined to consent to so modify the or'g- 
inal plans as to have constructed a build- 
ing with a frontage of 90 feet instead 
of 110 feet. -The Atlantans insisted upon 
the observance. of the origina] verbal 
agreement, which bound the exposition 
company to pay the difference between 
the cost of the building and $10,000, the 
latter amount having been Subscribed in 
Atlanta. The exposition company 4as- 
certained that such an agreement would 
cost the company about $12,000 and 
requested a reduction of $5,000. 


Atlanta Will Not Consent. 

To this Mayor Howell replied last Sat- 
urday that Atlanta would not consent. 
He also stated in his letter that there 
obtained in Atlanta a belief that he pres- 
ent crisis in the Atlanta building matter 
would not have been reached if Albert 
Kelsey, of the company, had been paid 
the $1,000 which the mayor said he de- 
manded of Atlanta some time ago. 

Those who still hope for the construc- 
tion of an Atlanta building in the Model 
City of the exposition base their. hope 
upOn One fact, and that is the absolute 
necessity for a depot on the Model City 
and the improbability that any other city 
will now undertake at this late day 
to erect ft. In addition Atlanta has con- 
sented to the use by the exposition com- 
pamy of such portions of the Atlanta 
building as would not be absolutely nec- 
essary for the display that this city 
would make. 

Even the most confident are now iIn- 
clining to the belief that Atlanta will not 
be one of the twenty-five municipal ex- 
hibitorgs at the exposition. If that be- 
comes a settled fact several things must 
be decided, among them the indefinite 
postponement of Atlanta day at the ex- 
position and the disposition of the fund 
of $10,000 that has been ralsed for the 
purpose of making the exhibit. 

Two blocks of the amount, 
$5,000 given by the city 
$2.500 given by the Atlanta Termi- 
nal Company, would very probably 
be returned, but it might be a matter of 
some difficulty to return to the mempers 
of the Atlanta chamber of commerce tne

Rapidly Corrected by Surveyor 
Markham—High Railroad 
Rates Reduce Custum 
Receipts in Atlanta. 


According to information received in 
the office of Surveyor of Customs M. A. 
Markham, it appears that a report is 
being circulated through the north and 
east to the effect that Atlanta is no long- 
er a port of delivery, in an effort to 
throw the business of the local office to 
the port of New York and other places. 

The surveyor has received a communi- 
cation from Vandergriff & Co. of 
New York, customs brokers, stating in 
substance that they have been informed 
that this city no longer does business 
as a port of delivery, and asking that 
they be advised on the subject. The of- 
fice, through Surveror Markham, respond- 
@€d to this in a terse letter, advising the 
New York brokers that Atlanta is still 
a port of delivery and proposes to Te- 
main as such until a canal is cut through 
to the sea, at which time the city ex- 
pects to become a port of entry. 

A port of delivery is a place where cus- 
tom goods are received and deliverca, 
but where ships do not land, Should 
the report become wel] established that 
Atlanta has been dropped from the list of 
ports of delivery, it igs stated that it 
would have the effect of preventing large 
quantities of custom goods from being 
shipped direct to this point and would 
cause the merchants to be put to the in- 
convenience of iwaying duffy through 
brokers at some other port. It is not 
known by whom the fight against the At- 
lanta custom office was originated, but 
the officials are determined to contra- 
dict the erroneous reports as quickly 
as possible, and put al] other ports on 
notice that Atlanta has not been dis- 
continued as a port of delivery. 

In this connection Surveyor Markham 
states that a matter that works mia- 
terially and perceptibly against Atlahta 
as a port of delivery is the discrimination 
in railroad rates in favor of other sec- 
lticns. The surveyor States that this 
‘discrimination affects seriously the re- 
ceipts of the local customs office and also 
the business of the city.
